SCITH-HUGHES COURSE

Lowal Tnstitntion Selected as Sultable
Por Poderal  and Stafe  Aid In
Agriculture—Only 18 Hchools
Listed in Htate,

The Ontario High School hiny boan
approved as capable of presenting
vocational agriculture under the por-
Vislons of the Smith-Hughes act for
the encouragement of hericultural
study In the High SBchools of the
oountry.

E. E. Elliott, state supervisor wak
in Ontarlo Tuesday and established
the courne and approved of the school
Board's solection of M, D, Thomas as
instruetor, Mr. Thomas has been
relleved of n portion of his scleneca
classos 50 he ean take rhar‘o of the
work,

Among the 18 High Schoolsa In
tho state approved for federal ald
under the provisiond of the act, Mr,
Eillott, declared that Mr. Thoman
Was among the hest prepared teach-
ors, wluce he has his dogree In agri-
culture from the agricultural college
of the University of Missour! beside
his degreo from the teacher's colloge
of the same Institution

Twao thirds of the salary of the
toncher s paid for by the federal and
state departments and a Ford is pro
vided for his use. This is done Le-
caune of the faet that most of the
teaching takes place In the country
at the ranches where the boys taklng
the course are required to actual
work, Each pupll Is required 1o
take up one speeclal project and a-1-
ually do the work on the farm, Some
of the boys who have reglstered for
examplo are studylng stock ralw'ng
and are ralsing stock, others ralse
poultry and so on.

The course In every case covers slx
maonths and the purpose of the course
Is to present the business wlde of
furming and to teach methods that
have boen proven suceossful from o
business as well s n  welentifle
standpolnt

There are only 18 High Schools in
Oregon po fur that have gualified for
the inatallation of the course und one
each county (s =ap-
proved for the course.

An teacher of agriculture Prof
Thomas was engaged ut & salury of
$2,000 per year and the Ford rar
and Incldental expenses (n conneo
tion therewith are provided The
toacher In this department s roquir-
ed to work 12 months and carry on
